The amended claims are as follow: 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Prior arts of record fail to disclose preventing a user from accessing a proxy 
server through web clipping applications that are previously installed on a portable 
information device and making it available to the user upon registration of the PID with 
the proxy server. 

Lipsit generally discloses the method and apparatus for automatic activation of a 
wireless device in a subscription activation system, which uses information from a 
programmed but non-activated device (col. 3, lines 10-67 and col. 4, lines 1-65), but it 
does not expressly disclose preventing a user from accessing a proxy server through 
web clipping applications that are previously installed on a portable information device 
and making it available to the user upon registration of the PID with the proxy server. 

Manduley discloses a method for activating an optional feature generally in a 
data processing device, not necessarily on a portable information device, using an 
application manager software for controlling access to the application programs (col. 7, 
lines 40-67 and col. 8, lines 1-51).
